Asks Parley Without 
Previous Ties.

LONDON, Sept. 16.—Once again the 
sun ot probable peace is shining on 
the Irish situation, today banishing the 
clouds and shadows cast by Prime 


Minister Lloyd George’s decision yes-~ 


terday to call off the Inverness con- 
ference. 

The new light of hope is reflected by 
the telegram sent by Eamon de Valera 
to Mr. Lloyd George this evening. In 
it the Irish leader expresses surp 
that the peace meeting was 
off and points out that if there were 
no gifferences in the stand of the two 
sides there would, naturally, be noth- 
ing to argue about, and so no reason f/f. 
for a parley. 


Telegram Closely Studied. 

Mr. de Valera's telegram is being 
closely studied tonight by Irish and 
British statesmen alike. It is elimin- 
ating the blank astonishment with 


impasse erected by Mr. Lloyd George's 
decree affecting the Inverness meet- 
ing. For, it is believed, the telegram 
indicates a desire not to break off re. 
lations, but, rather, to find a way by 
which both sides can enter a peace 
conference with their self-respect in- 
tact, and, once there, find the path of 
argument which they may follow te 
complete understanding. 

Mr. De Valera’s telegram follows: 

“I received your telegram last night 
and am surprised that you do not see. 
that if we on our.side accepted a con- 


ference on the basis of your letter of 


Sept. 7 without making our position 
quite clear Ireland’s representatives 


would enter the conference with their 
position misunderstood and the cause 
of Ireland’s right irreparably preju- 
diced. - 


Problem for Discussion. 
“Throughout the correspondence 


that has taken place you have defined 
your government’s position. We have 
defined ours. If the positions were 


not so definitely opposed there would 
indeed be no problem to be discussed. 


“ “Jt should be obvious that in a 
case like ours if there is to be any 


result the negotiators must meet with 
out prejudice and untrammeled by any 
conditions whatever except those im-. 
posed by the facts as they know them.” 
Mr. de Valera’s message is believed 
to be the result of heaviest pressure 


brought to bear on the Dail Eireann 
cabinet by the Irish people to force 
them to climb down from their ada- 
mant position as quickly and grace 
fully as possible and get into a con 
ference. 


Tells Dail’s Attitude, 
Further indication of the Sinn Fein 


attitude is given in a statement made 
this afternoon by Desmond Fitzgerald. 
the Sinn Fein publicity chief, who sai- 
the calling off of the Inverness con 
ference had created an unfavorable im- 
pression, but it was felt that an ad- 
justment of the difficulties would be 


found. 


“Dail Eireann's attitude is that the 
plenipotentiaries cannot repudiate the 


republic preliminary to a conference,” . 


he said, “ but the British governmen: 
is not expected to recognize the repub 


lic in advance. Both sides ought to. 


enter the conference uncommitted and 
tree to make peace on the terms in the 
last paragraph. of the prime minister 
previous letter.” 

This looks very much like the long 
sought formula. The paragraph in 
the prime minister's letter referred to 
invited the conference to discuss 
means for reconciling the association ~ 
of Ireland within the British empire 
with Irish national aspirations.

The 
Freeman’s Journal lares that Mr. 
‘LAoyd George's letter calling off the 
conference was “an extravagant mis- 
“egnatruction of the Irish position.”

He wrote 
Secretary of War Weeks a letter gf 
complaint against his assistant and 
demanded his removal. 

Gen. Mitchell was indignant over the 
policy af placing nonflying officers in 
high administrative positions in the air 
service and this caused him to take a 
position which Gen. Menoher described 
as insubordination. 

Secretary Weeks undertook to act as 

mediator in that controversy and suc- 
ceeded in smoothing out the trouble 
temporarily. 

Bomb Tests Revive Quarrel.

Such action has become 
more or less common in political life, but its in- 
fluence toward demoralization of civil service is 
automatically limited by the ljmitation of families. 
But the charge that jobs which should be pro- 
tected and filled under civil service regulations 
have been traded for votes for the administration’s 
pet measures is truly important. 
If true it means the utter demoralization of civil 
service. That such demoralization would not pe 
objectionable to the administration is indicated by 
the administration’s recent effort to obtain the 
passage of a bill which would virtually have abol- 
ished civil service. That such abolishment is not 
wanted and is considered a menace to proper state 
government er by its defeat in the legis- 
lature. 

Levin's charges, therefore, have the moral sup- 
port of admitted antipathy of the administration 
to civil service regulations. His appeal for a trial 
may substantiate or disprove ‘them. In any event 
the allegations require investigation, if not by the 
legislature or by some state department, then by 
a special grand jury. 

Civil service on the merit system is intended to 
put into practice Daniel Webster's theory that 
“offices are created, not for the benefit of those 
who are to fill them, but for the public conven- 
ience.” Its chief aim is, on the one hand, to get 
the best service for the people, and, on the other 
hand, to remove from’ party cotests the corrupt - 

ing influence of the vast number of jobs offered 
as spoils to the victors. These purposes are good, 
and have proved themselves good as long as plac- 
ing of civil service jobs has been honestly based 
upon the merit system. : 

If this system is to be destroyed as Levin! 

charges it is being destroyed, all the evils which | 
it was painstakingly designed to eliminate will be 
turned loose upon the government and the people 
once more. That would be disastrous to the entire 
framework of modern government. It cannot be 
permitted. To prevent it the Levin charges must 
be sifted to the bottom, and if they are tound to 
be true, adequate provision must be made to pro- 
tect this essential feature of good government 
which, the discharged segretary alleges, is being 
destroyed by the political greed of the present 
state administration. 


FOR UNIFIED U. Ss. SUPPORT 
OF THE ARMS PARLEY. 


In view of the spirit of antagonism to President 
Harding’s forthcoming conference on the limita- 
tion of armaments promoted by various influences, 
chiefly within the Democratic party, the appeal of 
former Vice President Thomas R. Marshall to the 
people to support the President during the confer- 


lieve, is due largely to pique and partisanship. i 
Those who opposé it, prophesying failure, do so 
largely because the efforts of their own leadership 
to a similar end, but founded upon premises which 
would have worked to the dffadvantage of the 
United States, failed. They hate to see a Repub- 
lican administration succeed where a Democratic 
administration failed. 

The attitude of Mr. Marshall, therefore, is par- 
ticularly refreshing, and his advice should be val- 
uable. He, in common, we believe, with the vast 
majority of Americans, is considering the ends 
rather than the means. This majority desires rea- 


ture reduction of our outlay for armament without 
sacrifice of our rights and power to enforce those 
rights among the nations. This is what the Har- 
ding conference is designed to give. To assure its 
success the administration needs the moral support 
of every good influence within te nation, regard- 
less of party. 

We trust that the unselfish support accorded by 
Mr. Marshall will bring with it the approvab and 


dom of conscience needs no ‘defense in America in 
our day, but it does, and the Sabbatarian movement 
proves it.
